Inside the mine 

After more than two months trapped in a collapsed copper and gold mine in the desert, all of the 33 Chilean miners were 
pulled to safety Wednesday In case you’re still wondering, here are the answers to three lingering questions, reuters 


What did they eat? 

From the Aug. 5 cave-in until they 
established contact with the surface 17 
days later, the miners rationed themselves 
to two spoonfuls of tuna, half a cookie and 
a half-full glass of milk every 48 hours. 
Medical and food rations arrived later. 


What was the 
bathroom situation? 

In the tunnel near the shelter where the 
men initially took refuge, they set up 
a chemical toilet and latrines, along with 
a duct providing potable water. 


What was daiiy iife iike? 

Once they were discovered, the men 
quickly established a regular meal 
schedule, including breakfast, lunch, dinner 
and an afternoon tea. They also exercised 
and cleared debris near the rescue shaft.

We knew Chicago’s parking situation was frustrating a lot of folks in the city, but 
some crooks took their displeasure to the next level. Twenty of the 200-pound 
electronic parking pay machines have been stolen throughout Chicago since 
Sept. 17, the Tribune reported this week. Four of the machines have been 
recovered, police said, though how much cash might have been taken from 
the machines is unknown. For the crooks’ sake, let’s hope there were enough 
quarters in there to post bail.

Actor goes all out In Detroit-based prison drama— 
and that Includes an authentic hairstyle

For some reason, people (not me) keep asking 
Edward Norton, a versatile, Oscar-nominated 
actor known for extensively researching and 
preparing for roles, if his cornrows in the new 
drama “Stone” were real. 

“I kept wondering, like, how do you fake 
cornrows?” the Boston native said. “I keep 
wanting to say to people, ‘So, I would go to 
the trouble of shaving my head and gluing on 
{fake hair}?’ It’s not that complicated; it’s just a braid.” 

In the film, which opened Friday Norton plays Gerald “Stone” Creeson, a Michigan prison 
inmate trying to convince a parole officer (Robert De Niro) that he’s rehabilitated and is ready 
to be freed. Meanwhile, Stone’s wife (Milla Jovovich) tries to use a sexier brand of persuasion to 
get the point across. For research, Norton spoke to prisoners in Jackson, Mich., to learn “what 
it felt like knowing that someone was going to assess you before you had a chance to get out.” 

The day after Norton appeared at the Chicago International Film Festival and then grabbed 
a steak at Gibsons, the 41-year-old actor sat down at the Park Hyatt to talk about playing mys- 
terious characters, lies on IMDB and, yes, that particular hairstyle.

Would you say the time you’ve spent talking 
about cornrows lately is more or less than 
you usually talk about them? 

Having never talked about cornrows before, 
even one conversation, it is a tripling of how 
many times I’ve talked about {them}. 

What did you think the first time you looked 
in the mirror and saw yourself with them? 

Like it was a look I think I could rock for a 
while. 

Did you walk down the street and test-drive 
it? 

If I were to go out {like that} in life, I think 
it might start moving me over into, like, 
Kevin Federline territory That would not be 
desirable. 

You wanted to get a real local Detroit-area 
flavor for the film. What did Eminem say 


when you called him and asked for advice? 

I’ve never met him. His music was very help- 
ful actually prepping for this. There are senti- 
ments in it that I think were very parallel to 
the film. I’d love for him to see it and tell me 
what he thinks. 

You listened as you were preparing? 

Yeah. I was listening to a lot of Detroit mu- 
sic. All kinds of stuff No, I’ve never met him, 
so I’d be curious to see what he thinks. 

What do you like about playing characters 
that have a little bit of mystery behind 
them? 

If you look back at some of De Niro’s great 
roles, whether it’s “Taxi Driver” or “King of 
Comedy,” the idea of characters who are un- 
settling or elusive has always been appealing 
to me. When you watch Daniel Day-Lewis 
in “There Will Be Blood” or something, it’s 



so hypnotic that you’re trying to get a bead 
on “who the {bleep} is this guy?” And I like 
that. 

What’s something you want people to say 
about you as an actor? Do you feel like you 
have any type of reputation? 

I’m not very good at observing it from the 
outside. Long ago I kind of accepted that 
if you are going to do this and if you’re go- 
ing to take swings at anything interesting, 
some people aren’t going to go with you and 
some people are. And if you make movies 
like “Fight Club” or ‘American History X” 
or “Stone,” some people are going to feel 
attacked by the very thing that you’re aiming 
at, and so they’re going to have a very nega- 


tive response. And that’s part of it all, too, so 
I’m fine with aU of it. 

Over the years you’ve made it clear about 
how committed you are to what you do and 
that you seem not as interested in the fluffier 
stuff of interviews. I’m curious if people 
feel offended about that in terms of your 
personality. Someone wrote on IMDB, “I saw 
him at a coffee shop and I told him I liked his 
movies and politely asked for an autograph 
and he told me to go [screw] myself.” 

That’s for-i 00 -percent-sure not a true story 
That’s somebody running into someone who 
looked like me or making something up. I’ve 
never once in my life said anything like that 
to anybody

‘Nowhere’ but up 


Before John Lennon (Aaron Johnson 
of “Kick-Ass”) fronted a band that 
had just a bit of success, he was a teen 
troublemaker with a fractured fam- 
ily life. Kristin Scott Thomas plays 
Mimi, John’s aunt who was more of 
a mom to him than his actual, es- 
tranged mother (Anne-Marie Duff). 

The buzz: “Nowhere Boy” can’t be 
worse than Julie Taymor’s excruciat- 
ing, Beatles-inspired ‘Across the 
Universe” and has a good shot at 
besting “Chapter 27,” in which Jared 
Leto portrayed Lennon assassin 
Mark David Chapman. Interesting 
note about “Nowhere Boy”: A year 
ago, the now-20 -year-old Johnson 
got engaged to the film’s 43-year-old 
director, Sam Taylor-Wood, and the 
couple are expecting a child. 


The verdict: Wisely resisting the 
urge to squeeze in billions of details, 
“Nowhere Boy” offers something 
most music biopics don’t: restraint 
and class. That approach means 
John’s childhood-related nightmares 
feel as clunky as the Beatles begin- 
nings are thinly traced. (The band 
never is mentioned by name, FYI.) 
In a deeply charismatic perfor- 
mance, Johnson achieves something 
remarkable with his voice as he 
reveals an unhappy guy whose lack 
of family support gave him reason to 
believe later that all you need is love.

Ever since The Portage opened in June 
in its namesake Portage Park ’hood, 
chef Jeff Brantley’s seasonal dinners 
with a Southern touch have been laud- 
ed for their value and local ingredients 
(herbs come from a rooftop garden, for 
example). We tested the sentiments 
against brunch, launched a few weeks 
after The Portage opened. 

Server says: Try the pulled pork 
chilaquiles ($8.95), a twist on a brunch 
classic you might not make at home. 

We say: Take a pass and get the real 
deal elsewhere. Chilaquiles’ signature 
saucy mess sadly gets deconstructed, 
with eggs in its own corner of the plate 
and tortillas reduced to small crunchy 
strips. Pulled pork is a smart addi- 
tion in theory, and we’ve seen it done 
before, but this version didn’t add any 
punch to the original. 


Don*t miss: Bacon-wrapped dates 
($7.95). We’re still talking about this 
sweet ’n’ salty starter, stuffed with goat 
cheese atop pools of lavender honey 
Hand us drinks and a few plates of 
these, and we’re happy campers. 

On the side ... Pick from a list of a la 
carte options including fresh fruit 
salad, fingerling potatoes, grits and 
bacon. We admire the menu’s focus 
on seasonal, fresh food, which made 
it disappointing to get potatoes that 
weren’t cooked through. Ask for a mix 
of lightly dressed salad greens instead. 

If the weather’s mild ... opt to dine on 
the patio, a centerpiece of the restau- 
rant. Trust us, you’ll be the only ones 
inside if you don’t. 

Is it iunchtime yet? Lunch starts in the 
appetizers section with mac and cheese 
($5.95) and continues with a solid, 
third-pound Kobe burger on a pretzel 



roll ($10.95). Too bad dinner’s duck 
fat fries ($4.95) don’t make a cameo as 
a swank burger side. Desserts aren’t 
listed on the menu but can be request- 
ed. How can you resist pumpkin and 
ginger creme brulee ($6.95)?
